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_ ACTS 2:38 DOES NOT TEACH BAPTISM 
ESSENTIAL TO SALVATION 


All the Bible is a unit. It is the Word of God, not the 
word of men. Hence there are no contradictions in the Bi- 
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ble. Men’s opinions clash with men and the same man some- 
times contradicts himself, but the verbally inspired Word 
of God has a divine harmony and unity throughout that 
makes contradiction impossible. When you think you find 
a contradiction in the Word of God, a more prayerful and 
thorough consideration will show that the contradiction 
_ * was in your own mind and not in the Word of God. 


- Therefore, we may expect to find the same plan of sal- 
vation throughout the Bible. As Peter declared concerning 
Jesus that “To him give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever believeth in him shall receive 
‘ remission of sins” (Acts 10:43) we know that in all dis- 
pensations people are saved by simple faith in Christ and 
not of works. When the words of John, Jesus, Peter, Paul 
, and others, divinely inspired, declare that one who believes 
in Christ HAS everlasting life, then we should not expect 
to find some different plan of salvation in another Scripture. 
When the jailor asked, “What must I do to be saved?” the 
,apostle’s answer was “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved.” If baptism was not essential to his 
*, salvation, as it was not, but came after believing and after 
salvation, then we will find that no other Scripture in the 
Bible contradicts this plain teaching. 


Likewise, when the ‘woman who was a sinner’ in Luke 
7, Zacchaeus, the palsied man borne of four, the thief on 


the c 
stantly 


, and the publican in the temple, all were saved in- 
y faith in Christ and without baptism. Since the 


Bible is God’s Word, and God is no respector of persons, 
we should expect the same plan of salvation everywhere in 


the Bible. 


All must admit that John 3:16, John 3:18, John 3:36, 
, John 5:24, John 6:37, Acts 10:43, Acts 13:38,39, and Acts 
16:30,31 seem to teach that one is saved and has everlast- 
_ ing life the moment he puts his trust in Christ. They cer- 
_» tainly say just that. But some people believe these Scrip- 
tures cannot be taken at face value, that their apparently 


plain teaching must be modified by other Scriptures which 
hey think teaches that one cannot be saved without bap-

WE INVITE POVERTY AND THE 
WRATH OF GOD BY NEGLECT- 
ING HIS BUILDING 


When a remnant of the Jews was 
restored from Babylon to Jerusa- 
lem they began construction of the 
Temple which had been destroyed. 
But it was a great task. The Jews 
were opposed by their enemies, dis- 
couraged by poverty, and the work 
—_— before the Temple was fin- 


Likewise, we began the building 
of a great brick tabernacle here in 
Dallas. The auditorium was com- 
pleted to the point where it could 
be used comfortably for services, 
and then the work stopped. Flash- 
ing has not been put around the 
roof nor the upper windows, and 


the rain comes in. Down spouts are

needed to carry rain water to the 
street. Truss rods, with which it 
is planned to reinforce the center 
trusses, have never been put on. 
The basement has not been fin- 
ished to make available rooms for 
a number of chimren’s classes in 
the Sunday School. The two story 
Sunday School section in the back 
has not been built. The office has 
never been plastered or ceiled. 
Face brick have been bought and 
paid for for the Sunday School 
section but have not been shipped 
from Denton. Common brick were 
bought and are now in unsightly 
piles on the back of the church lot. 
We should arise and build lest we 
have upon us the curse of God.

Acts 2:38 — 
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tism. “Church of Christ” people and some others believe 
that Acts 2:38 proves baptism essential to salvation. A 
careful examination of that verse, in the light of other 
Scriptures, and its context, will prove that is not true. Acts 
2:38 does not say and does not mean that baptism should be 
in order to get saved or that baptism is essential to salva- 
tion. 


WHAT IS THE PROMISE OF ACTS 2:38 


Acts 2:38 should always be studied in the light of the 
verse before it and the verse following. Verse 37 gives the 
question and verse 38 and 39 gives Peter’s answer. Read 
these three verses. 


“Now when they heard this, they were pricked in 
their heart, and said. unto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles, Men and brethren, what shall we do? 38. Then 
Peter said unto them, Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of'Jesus Christ for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 39. For the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 


What is the question which these convicted Jews asked 
the apostle Peter? It is not “What must I do to be saved?” 
If they simply wanted to know what to do to be saved then 
we have another place in the Bible where exactly that ques- 
‘tion is asked and answered. When the jailor asked Paul and 
Silas “What must I do to be saved?” they replied, “Believe 


Jews at Jerusalem asked a different question and got a dif- 
ferent answer. If they had asked the same question they 
would certainly have gotten the same answer in substance 
if not in the very same words as that given by Paul, in 
Acts 16:31. 


The sermon of Peter at Pentecost had to do, not only 
with the plan of salvation, but with the baptism, or pour- 
ing out, or filling, or gift of the Holy Ghost. In that sermon 
Peter had quoted the words of the prophet Joel about the 

ouring out of the Holy Spirit (Acts 2:16-18. Then again 

eter in the same sermon (verse 33) told them that the 
resurrected Jesus had received from the Father this prom- 
ise of the Holy Ghost and had “shed forth this, which ye 
now see and hear.” It is evident that the convicted sinners 
wanted salvation, but that they also wanted the blessing of 
Pentecost, the gift and power of the Holy Spirit. They 
wanted for themselves that which they had seen in the Spir- 
it-filled Christians that day and hour. When they said, 
“What shall we do?” they evidently meant “what shall we 
do to be saved and to be filled or have the gift of the Holy 
Ghost which you have received today?” 


Peter evidently understood that to be the meaning of 
their question, for his answer covers both points, salvation 
and the gift of the Holy Ghost. 


The particular promise of Acts 2:38 is, “ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” and the next verse contin- 
ues, “For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 


and to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call.” 


Peter gives two.commands in Acts 2:38; first to repent, 
and second to be baptized. One who repents and then is 
baptized with reference to the remission of his sins, “‘shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” Peter said. A little 
later we will show that “baptized for (or unto) the remis- 
sion of sins” means “with reference to,” “pointing to,” the 
ae! 7 Renee of sins which one got when he repented. We 

ili show that in this verse baptism is unto or with refer- 
ence to a salvation already obtained. But what I want you 


to see here is that the pore given is that “ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Peter did NOT say “re- 
pent and baptized .. . . and ye shall be saved.” That 


is not the promise! He DID say “Repent and be baptized . 


. . . and ye shall RECEIVE THE GIFT OF THE HOLY 
GHOST.” One repents to be saved but if he wants the gift 
of the Holy Ghost, the blessed filling or enduement of power 
which came at Pentecost on Peter and the other apostles, 
he should be baptized after he has repented and been saved. 


"THE PROMISE” OF ‘THE ENDUEMENT,' 'THE BAPTISM:' ‘THE 
FILLING,’ 'THE POURING OUT,' OR 'THE GIFT’ 
, OF THE HOLY GHOST 


Just preceding Pentecost the Saviour gave some clear 
teaching to the apostles concerning the great blessing He 
would give them soon. To understand what is promised in 
Acts 2:38 and 39, it is essential that we use terms to mean 
what they meant to these apostles. When Peter promised 
those who would repent and be baptized “the gift of the 
Holy Ghost” he called that gift “THE PROMISE” and con- 
tinued in verse 39, “For THE PROMISE is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” Evidently that promise was a 
well known promise, so important, so clearly given, and so 
often repeated that —— would recognize it as “THE 
PROMISE.” Let us go back and find other statements of 
this wonderful promise concerning the Holy Spirit’s coming 
and power at Pentecost which Peter here calls “the prom- 
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on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” These - 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD

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mine house that is waste, and ye 
run every man unto his own house. 
10. Therefore the heaven over you 
is stayed from dew, and the earth 
is stayed from her fruit. 11. And 
I called for a drought wpon the 
land, and upon the mountains, and 
upon the corn, and wpon the new 
wine, and upon the oil, and wpon 
that which the ground bringeth 
forth, and upon men, and upon cat- 
tle, and wpon all the labour of the 
hand.” 

The Governor and the High 
Priest and all the people obeyed 
the voice of the Lord as_ brought 
by Haggai His prophet. They were 
aroused to complete the building 
of the Temple. 

In the second chapter of Haggai 
God reminds them again of how 
they have been cursed for not com- 
pleting the house, and lastly, prom- 
ises to bless them. Haggai 2:15-19 
says: 

“And now, I pray you, consider 
from this day and upward, from 
before a stone was laid wpon a 
stone in the temple of the Lord: 


16. Since those days were, when | 


one came to an heap of twenty 
measures, there were but ten: 

one came to the pressfat for to 
draw out fifty vessels out of the 
press, there were but twenty. 17. I 
smote you with blasting and with 
mildew and with hail in all the 
labours of your hands; yet ye 
turned not to me, saith the Lord. 
18. Consider now from this day and 
upward, from the four and twen- 
tieth day of the ninth month, even 
from the day that the foundation 
of the Lord’s temple was laid, con- 
sider it. 19. Is the seed yet in the 
barn? yea, as yet the vine, and 
the fig tree, and the pomegranate, 
and the olive tree, hath not brought 
forth: from this day will I bless 
you.” 


Does Your Money Go Into A Sack 
With Holes In It? 


Christian, consider yourself. Is it 
true of you that “Ye have sown 
much, and bring in little?” Is it 
true that “he that earneth wages 
earneth wages to put it into a bag 
with holes?” Have you worked 
hard, with little income? Have you 
made money but couldn’t save it 
— someway it did not supply your 
needs? If so, then your case is one 
where God is not blessing you fi- 
nancially for some reason. Are you 
treating God right about His 
work ? 

Haggai 2:16 tells how His people 
would come to an heap where there 
had been twenty measures of grain 
and there are now but ten, or 
where one came to the wine press, 
having put in enough grapes to 
make fifty vessels of grape juice 
but got only twenty. So it is with 
many Christians. With them it is 
like the Jews that do not prosper 
because God is not pleased with 
them and God works against them 
in their labour to make a living. 
They do not have God’s partner- 
ship and the smile of His blessing 
upon their efforts to pay expenses. 

As Haggai 1:9 says: “Ye looked 
for much, and lo, it came to little; 
and when ye brought it home, I 
did blow upon it. Why? saith the 
Lord of hosts. BECAUSE OF 
MINE HOUSE THAT IS WASTE, 
AND YE RUN EVERY MAN UN- 
TO HIS OWN HOUSE!” 

It is more important for us to 
finish this house than we have re- 
alized. God is not pleased when the 
house that is called by His name 
is unfinished and we live in nice 
apartments or dwellings. His house 
has no ceiling and ours is ceiled. 
His house has shavings on the floor 
and ours have polished hardwood 
or at least pine floors. Our homes 
are at least comfortable and hab- 
itable but we leave the basement 
of His house with water in it for 
months at a time and unfit to be 
used! 

In our own homes we have pad- 
ded chairs, varnished furniture and 
comfortable rockers. But the house 
of God we have left with the same 
rough board and sun-warped 
benches that we made from num- 
ber two shiplap for the first open 
air revival before there was a 
church! Shame on you children of 
God who must have so much for 
your houses and so little for the 
house of God! 

We mow our lawns, trim our 
hedges, and plant our flower beds, 
but the back of the Lord’s house 


looks like a junk yard or trash 
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pile because it is unfinished. That) 


does not please God. It shows that 
we love ourselves: more than we 
love God. It shows we are uncon- 
cerned about Spiritual things. It 
shows that we have not crucified 
self nor sought first the kingdom 
of God and His righteousness! 
No wonder that when we earn 
money We seem to put it in bags 
with holes and it leaks away! No 
wonder when we bring in much 
God blows upon it and it disap- 
pears! No wonder we do not have 
the returns and rewards for our 
labour that we expected! God puts 
a@ curse upon us for our worldly 
mindedness and selfishness. 


Why We Must Finish The Church 
Building 


If the nashings are not put on 
the roof the leaks will-rot the 
wood. Until more Sunday School 
room is finished we cannot build 
our Sunday School much larger. It 
is impossible to grow very much 
with a number of classes in the 
auditorium and with the pastor’s 
great class of adults. We cannot 
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have as large a Bible School as we 
need and expect this fall unless we 
have room in the Sunday School 
section where young preachers can 
put their cots. 

Besides that, the intelligent, tidy 
people of Dallas have a right to 
expect that a church which claims 
to stand for the fundamentals of 
the faith, shall have a clean, neat 
building, adequate for the Lord’s 
work, presentable, respectable and 
conducive to worship. We do not 
especially want our church to at- 
tract rich people. We welcome 
them like anybody else who is hun- 


gry for the gospel. We do not ex- 


pect expensive pipe organs, stained 
glass windows, robed choir, and 
other features that might make 
common people feel out of place. 
But we do want to have a place 
where honest, respectable, success- 
ful, Christian people will feel com- 
fortable and happy in the services 
of God. There is nothing especially 
religious about leaving a church 
house half finished or having dis- 
order instead of order or having 
dirt instead of cleanliness. There 
is nothing to please God in be- 
ing shabby, particularly when all 
of us have higher standards for 
our own homes than we have for 
the house of God. It is time for 
us to rise and complete this build- 
ing. 


On November 26th another pay- 
ment will come due on our church 
lot. That is only five months off 
and so that must be included in 
any calculation of what we must 
raise in six month’s time, that is, 
during the last half of 1935. $2,000 
in cash, plus all the donated labor 
we can get will put flashings on 
the roof, paint the windows, rein- 
force the trusses, put in the down 
spouts in the auditorium, put up 
the wall and roof the: two-story 
Sunday School section in the back, 
closed in for the winter with win- 
dows. There is an enormous 
amount of work to be done. With 
$2.000 by the blessing of God we 
ean do it. That figure does not in- 
clude the cost of ceiling or floor 
for the auditorium nor the cost of 
plastering the walls of the Sunday 
School section. But it would add 
greatly to the comfort, looks and 
permanence of our auditorium and 
would give us for use of the Sun- 
day School two roomy fioors with 
approximately 6700 square feet of 
space to be used for Sunday School. 
That would leave the auditorium 


for a class of 500 to be taught by. 


the pastor and would give all the 
rest of the Sunday School much 
larger and better quarters. The 
Sunday School should double in a 
few months. 

So with the payment on the lot, 
$600.00, and $2,000.00 for building, 
we need $2,600.00 for this purpose 
during the remaining months of 
1935.

ise’ that would remain good for all people everywhere that 
God should call. 


First the term is used in Luke 24:49. 


“And, behold, I send THE PROMISE of my Father 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on high.” 


Here “THE PROMISE” is for a special enduement of 
power from on high. 


In Acts 1:4, 5 and 8 that promise of the Saviour to His 
disciples is given again. 

“And, being assembled together with them, com- 
manded them that they should not depart from Jerusa- 
lem, but wait for THE PROMISE of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me. 5. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence ... . 8. But ye shall 
recewe power, after that thé Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 


Again “THE PROMISE” is about the coming of the 
Holy Spirit in power. Here that blessing is described as a 
baptism of the Spirit. It is certain that to receive the en- 
duement with power from on high, of Luke 24:49, and to 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost, is the same Ege Both 
are called “THE PROMISE” and both were to be fulfilled 
soon, before the disciples leave Jerusalem. They are the 
same. 


Verse 8 explains exactly what this blessing is for, “ye 
shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses .. .” “THE PROMISE” for 
a Christian is this promise of Heavenly power for witness- 
ing, this power or baptism or filling or pouring out of the 
Holy Ghost. 


Peter, with the other apostles and more than a hun- 
dred others, had been waiting for days in prayer and suppli- 
cation for this blessed promise of the Holy Ghost, and so 
on this day, at Pentecost, with marvelous signs, God poured 
out upon them the Holy Spirit, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost” -(Acts 2:4). It is most natural that 
Peter should tell what God had done in answer to prayer 
and how Jesus had kept His promise to pour out upon them 
the Holy Spirit and baptize them or cover them with this 
blessed Person. How right and proper it was that Peter, 
in his sermon at Pentecost, should say much about this 
promise, the one. great promise for a person who is alread 
saved, “THE PROMISE” of the Holy Spirit. ) 


Peter explained to his hearers what was “THE PROM- 
ISE” he and others had been waiting for. In Acts 2:33, 
just five verses before Acts 2:38, speaking of Jesus, Peter 
said: 

“Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted, 
and having received of the Father THE PROMISE OF 
THE HOLY GHOST, he hath shed forth this, which ye 
now see and hear.” 


Clearly and certainly THE PROMISE in all these passages 
refers to what happened at Pentecost when God kept His 
promise and gave His people the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
pouring the Holy Ghost out upon them, filling them with 
Him, covering or baptizing them in the Holy Ghost. This 
is what the convicted sinners had in mind when they said, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we do?” and that is what 
Peter had in mind when he commanded them to repent and 
be baptized, saying, “and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. FOR THE PROMISE IS UNTO YOU = 


The gift of the Holy Ghost then is not salvation but is 
soul winning power of the Holy Spirit on our testimony. 
Though it never comes on the unsaved, it is entirely separ- 
ate from salvation. “The Promise” of Luke 24:49, of Acts 
1:4, 5 and 8, of Acts 2:33, and of Acts 2:38 is certainly 
the same promise. If that be true, then one should repent, 
and then be baptized not in order to be saved, but for an- 
other purpose. One should repent to be saved and then 
should be baptized and be in obedience to Christ’s com- 
mands in order to receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 


This wonderful promise of the Holy Ghost is mentioned 
again in Ephesians 1:13. There Paul said to the saints at 
Ephesus that “after that ye believed, ye were sealed with 
that Holy Spirit of promise.” The one great promise for a 
Christian, then, is the promise of the Spirit, and notice 
carefully it is something else besides salvation, somethin 
that came to the Ephesian Christians after they believed. 
The apostles, with all the hundred and twenty who were in 
the upper room, tarrying and praying until Pentecost, had 
believed in Christ and were forgiven, saved, born again, be- 
fore they received the Holy Spirit of promise at Pentecost. 

BAPTISM ESSENTIAL TO HOLY SPIRIT POWER, 
NOT TO SALVATION | 
It becomes evident to the open, prayerful heart, .then, 
that baptism is put in Acts 2:38 as a condition of Holy Spir- 
it power. Baptism is certainly not a condition of salvation. 
Many, many other Scriptures plainly say so and this Scrip- 
ture does not say that it is. However, for the gift of the 
Holy Spirit there are other requirements than those for sal-

vation. By one decision of penitent faith, to trust wholly in 
Christ for salvation, a man is saved, born again, has ever- 
lasting life, becomes a child of God, as many Scriptures 
state it. But if this new born Christian expects to be a pow- 
erful soul winner, with the promised enduement of power 
from on high, the gift of the Holy Spirit, he should strike 
out in a life of obedience to Christ, which certainly includes 
Jesus was baptized as an example to us, as is clearly 
told in Matthew 3:15. But when Jesus came up out of the 
water, the Holy Spirit descended on Him in form of a dove 
so that all might see the teaching that those who have re- 
pented and have been saved should expect the Holy Spirit 
to come upon them with power for their testimony when 
they are baptized. We are not speaking now of the indwell- 
ing of the Holy = ww in the believer’s body, but of Holy 
cag power for Christian testimony and soul winning. The 
oly Spirit comes in the body to dwell the moment one is 
born of the Spirit. Every child of God has the Holy Spirit 
in his body, but many, many Christians do not have the 
gift or enduement or power of the Holy Ghost. They are 
not filled with the Holy Ghost. 


The heart of the matter is given in Acts 5:32 where 
Peter said, 


, “And we are his witnesses of these things; and so 
is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them 
THAT OBEY HIM.” 


Salvation is by faith but soul winning power is by obedience 
as well as faith. Baptism, being a matter of obedience, is a 
condition of Holy Spirit power to the Christian who under- 
stands the command of God on this matter. But baptism 
is not a condition of salvation, and Acts 2:38 does not give 
baptism as a condition of salvation. Repentance is men- 
tioned as the condition of salvation, but baptism, in the 
name of Jesus Christ with reference to the remission of sins 
which one receives when he repents — this baptism, I say, 
is a condition of Holy Spirit power and blessing, the con- 
scious anointing or gift of the Holy Ghost. 


You will understand, of course, that repentance (a 
change of mind) involves faith in Christ and that repent- 
ance toward God and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ are 
both involved in the same simple trust. The Bible does not 
speak of repentance and faith as separate steps in a proc- 
ess of salvation. On the contrary, many Scriptures show 
that one who trusts in Christ has, immediately, the for- 
giveness of sins, and everlasting life and is passed out of 
condemnation. 


THE SAME PROMISE FOR US TODAY 


I must not avoid here bringing out the lesson which the 
Scriptures clearly intended to bring, in Acts 2:38, 39. When 
Peter said, “. . . . ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call” he certainly meant for us to understand that 
Christians today may all have the same blessed gift of the 
Holy Spirit as was promised by the Saviour in Luke 24:49, 
Acts 1:4, 5 and 8, and mentioned by Peter in Acts 2:33, 38 
and 39. That same promise of the enduement of power from 
on high, of the baptism of the.Holy Spirit, of power on our 
witnessing, is an example for every Christian, for every- 
one that God ever calls to be saved!

I hope everyone who reads this will claim these blessed 
promises for himself. 


Another lesson clearly intended by the Spirit of God, 
who dictated these passages and had Luke to write them 
down, after the risen Saviour, and after the inspired a e 
Peter spoke them, is the supreme necessity of Holy irit 
power. This is, in the language of the Scripture, not sim- 
ply ONE of the promises, but for the child of God it is 
“THE PROMISE,” the all important blessing to be sought 
by every child of-God. This is not regarded as simply one 
of the promises, but is mentioned again and again as “THE 
PROMISE.” God has many promises for His children, of 
answered prayer, of peace in the heart, of daily bread, of 
protection from the evil one, of healing, etc. But the one 
great, main promise, “THE PROMISE,” is the promise of 
the Holy Spirit’s enduement and power and that promise, 
praise God, is for all that the Lord our God shall call. 


Next, we will show that the Greek word “eis,” trans- 
lated “for” (or unto) the remission of sins does not mean 
“in order to” and that in the light of the meaning of that 
Greek word, Acts 2:38 does not teach that baptism is es- 
sential to salvation. : 


Baptism is necessary to pleasing Christ and having His 


great power, but is not part of the plan of salvation.
